This is the target date for 
agreement between Israel, Egypt and -the 
U.S. on autonomy for the 1,500,000 Palesti- 
mans in the West Bank and Gma. 

^ In Beirut Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tiOD (PLO) spokesman Mahmoud Labadi 
told Reuters foal foe laaeH deddon 
worid public opinion and foe wishes of all 
peace-loving people. 

“This will only increase tension and 
increase the likelihood of new bloodtiied and 
new wars in foe area," he said.

LONDON, March 25 (R) — Oil iVlinister 
Ahmed Zaki Vamani made dear Tuesday 
that Saudi Arabia was keying its oil ouimut 
at its current high level at least until July, 
which should ensure that planned cuts by 
other producers do not mean a shortage and 
soaring prices. (ArsO News and AsAangA/ 
Aweat first repoi^ on iVlarch 4 that Sheikh 
yamani was eiqiected to announce ^ ded- 
aon shortly) 

But %eiJfo Vamani added a warning that 
Saudi Arabia could not be expected to go on 
for ever udng its huge 9.5 option bamis a 
day production to save the world from the 
consequences of unrestrained greed for ml. 

In a speedi to Britain's Institute of Direo- 
tois he called for a global ene^ program to 
“move our world away from the edge of an 
al^." 

Amc»g guiding principles for this he sug- 
gested that industrialized countries bodi try 
harder to conserve energy and scrap or mili- 
gaie environmental restraints on foe 
' development (^alternative to oil, such as coal 
and nndear power. 

Sheikh Vamani was asked from foe audi- 
ence whether speculation tvas correct that 
Saudi ouqiut would be drastically cut — 
Kuwait, Ubya and Venezn^, and some 
other produceis plan cuts from April 1 which 
will reduce total output by the Organization 
of Petroleum Countries (OPEQ to below 29 


miUioQ barrels a day, compared with 30.7 in ' 
1979. 

Sheikh Vamani replied foat foe woii<fs 
.biggest exporter, would stay at its present 
level of 9.5 million barrels a day, at least for 
the second (Quarter of 1S)80. 

Saudi Araina went up, by one million bar- 
rels daily ,to fois figure last year when output 
by Iran was slashed during foe revolution 
there, oil wras short and worid prices doubled. 

Industry sources say it appears that Saudi 
Arabia now wants to ensure that no newshor^ 
tages triggers more price leapfrogging and 
foat, in a stable market, OPEC can return to 
the orderely, unified pridog system which it 
abandoned during last year's crisis. 

But Sheikh Vamani told his audience of 
3,000 British businessmen that depletion of 
world oil reserves was so rapid foat it was 
possible to envisage their exhaustion with 
catastrophic results, in the not very distant 
fiiture. 

"Saudi Arabia has so far been able to delay 
this abysmal prospect by using its abundant 
production as a palliative to thwart shortages 
in worid supplia," he said. 

“Most observers believe, however, foat 
this unrequited and saaifidal attitude on its 
part will not go on indefinitely,** Sheikh 
Vamani said. 

Outlining six principles for a global eneigy 


strategy, Shdkb Vamani said that, without 
sudi a program *‘the world must prepare to 
face recurrent events similar to those that 
came about in 1979." 

But eacdi time the consequences would be 
more severe. 

FlrsL he stressed that eneigy consumption 
needed to be more justly shared and that 
money and tetiuiic^ help must flow to 
eneigy-deprived countries to develop local 
resources. 

Over-consumption of oil by rich nations 
mi^c already have robbed developing coun- 
tries of their share of energy, he suggested, 
doomii^ their people to low living standards 
indefinitely. If so," what will be foe consequ- 
ences for the world community as whole.'* 

Sheikh Vamani called for conservation in 
industrial countries and thirdly, for urgent 
decisions on developing alternative energy 
sources. “Environmeutal constraints shoud 
be removed or at least mitigated." 

This might involve hazartls but a shortage 
of energy “would bring about a world catas- 
trophe.*' 

Sheikh Vamani called for agreement on 
which agencies would supervise energy 
development, for more investment in energy 
projects and for a diange in foe attitude of 
Western media which, he said, should aban- 
don “ misconoeptions and acrimonious vitup- 
erations.”

£x-Shah accepts Sadat’s retirement offer 


CAIRO, March 25 (Ageodcs) — Presi- 
drat Anwar Sadat Tuesday said foe dqtosed 
Shah c!t Iran had aoc^itod the offer to take 
permanent retirement in figypt and vowed 
that the amount of critidsm from Iran would 
not succeed in fordng him out. 

"They may shout until foo end c& foe 
wodd," Sadat said in referring to big anti- 
Egyptian protests in Tehran Tuesday. 

"Let me tell the people that foeir foonts 
win never bother us“. Sadat told re^xhteis . 
after visiting foe Shah in bis hospital room 
Diesday. 

**He is preparing now for X-rays and he is 
stiU ninning a high f^er. He is in the hands of 
vei^c^ble doctocs,'' Sadat sajd. 

' Toe ' Egypfom t^der stid it was liitoly 
Mifoamntaid Pahlavi would undergo 
surgery in.tiie nextfewda;^‘‘but he.is leaving 
the whole thing in foe bands oi bis doctors, 
fo^ dedifo" The Shah is -said to have 
cancer o£ foe ^leen. 

As he (fid when the Shah arrived Monday, 
Sadat stressed foe Shidi “srill stay with us 
here permanently. The Shah , even if he didn* t 
want this, I shall impose it upon him." 

Egypt has been foe only ociuntiy willing to 
give permanent refuge to foe former 
emperor, sriio fied his country in January last 
year.and failed to gain asylum in a string of 
Western nations. 

Sadm brushed aade threats (tf retaliation 
by foe Iranian revolutionary regime and 
to specnlate on tire effect of foe 


Shah's presence here on the American hos- 
tage situation in Tehran. 

“You should ask President Carter this," 
said Sadat "This is something foat concerns 
the United States.. ior me, I can't answer 
this." 

Unnamed administraiSon officials in 
WashiogtoQ said Monday foey tiiought foe 
Shah's from Panama would not seri- 
ously' affect foe hostage situation, Pahlavi 
fiew to Cairo 24 hours before the Iranian 
regime was to file an extiaditioa request. 

A Cairo newspaper rqiorted Tbe^y foe 
United States tried to persuade ^dat to tone 
down his reception of foe Shah. But Sadat 
and.hb famUy.wentto.foe airpent and gave 
Pahlavi a red-carpiit Welcome. 

Al Akkbar newspaper, wiuefa is state- 
ooDtroUed, also reported foe Shah left 
Panama because of an alleged American 
Cehfral Intelfigence Agenty plan to poison 
h(m. 

^Sadat referred to a statement by Iranian 
President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr in which he 
said foe Shah would prove to be a poisoned 
gift for the Egyptian leader. 

“Let me tell you this, I am a Muslim and a 
true Muslim, and this is Iriam," Sadat said. 
"Not the Islam they practice there in Iran, 
hatred and vengeance. We riiall stick to this." 

Sadat said the Shah could reside perma- 
nently anywhere in i^ypt foat he liked, and 
added there were lots oi residences prepared 
for him. The Shah's entourage and some 


members of his fomily have already been 
given asmall guest palace in Cairo to stay in. 

Sadat said the team of Egyptian physi- 
cians attending foe Shah had contacted 
Pahlavfs own doctors in Europe and the 
. United States. 

Ihere were unconfinned reports in Cairo 
that Houston heart surgeon Midieal 
Debakey may come here to consult with foe 
Egyptian doctors, all of whom are military 
men. 


The Shah occupies an entire floor in MaadI 
Militafy Hospital, this country's best medical 
institution. Hie h^ital overicoks foe Nile, 
fivemiles south of-foe dty. 

Lat^ Sad^tQld a mee^ 
by hosting foe ShahEi^t was^npl'taJong n. 
stand agmnst the Iranian revolution. 

"We want to tell them in Iran we are not 
against foe people bf Iran or foeir revolution 
we recognized. By honoring Muham- 
mad Reza Pahlavi today we are honoring the 
true Islamic values," Sadat said. 

While Sadat was applauded lotidiy at every 
other word. A/ -Shaab newspaper, tiie voice 
of the oppositioo socialist labor par^', repe- 
ated its stand that foe Shah was unwelcome 
here. 

"We do not welcome foe Shah here, to 
qiare the Egyptian people the burden of his 
protection and security, protecting him from 
his own people who rented against him,'* 
the laeekly said. 


fEHRAN, March 25 (AP) — Ihe Soviet 
Union has accepted the principle of talks with 
Iran and other countries in the re^on in an 
effon to end the fighting in Afghanistan, Ira- 
nian Foreign Minister Sadegb Ghotbzadeh 
said Tuesday. 

Iran proposed more than two weeks ago 
that talks be held among Pakistan, foe Soviet 
Union, foe Afghan government, foe Afghan 
6*6611001 fighters, and possibly ^na, Ghotb- 
zadeh said. He said foe Soviet ambassador in 
Tehran responded by saying Moscow 
accepted foe principle of negotiations. 

Ghotbzadeh said foe aim of the talks would 
be the withdrawal of Soviet tioops fr*om 
Afghanistan and guarantees of the territorial 
int^rity and neutrality of the central Asian 
state at Iran's eastern border. 

Ghotbzadeh said Iran wants an end to out- 
side interference in Afghanistan so foe 
Afghans can dicxise foeir own government. 

He said he could not say whether foe 
Soviets bad accepted the principles of Afghan 
neutrality, non-interference and territorial 
integrity because there had been no negotia- 
tions yet. 

U.S. officials said Monday that President 
Jimmy Carter can only hope U.S. allies would 
lend foeir suppon if he bad to cany out his 
pledge to use miUtary force agunst the Soviet 
Union in foe Gulf. 

West German Defrmse Minister Hans 
Apel said Tuesday foat West Germany and 
Japan must cooperate to try to get Soviet 
forces out of Afghanistan. 

Speaking to reporters at the end of a 
three-day visit, the fiist.to Japan by a West 
German defense minister, he discounted any ' 
possibUity of a West German or Japanese 
military presence in foe Gulf region. 

But he said- that the two countries, as strong 
economic powers, should exert economicand 
diplomatic pressure “to contain further 
S(iviet aggression and invasions." 

Jordanian Crown Prince Hassan distnissed 
A^hanistan and foe Middle Bast with W^ 
German Foreign iVlinister Hans- Dietrich 
Genscher, the Bono foreign ministxy said.

BONN, iVlaFeh 25 (R) — West German 
FinaifceiVlinisterHansMatthoefersaidhe ' 
will leave on Wednesday for eoOAOtnic 
and trade talks in Greece, Saudi Arabia 
and Turkey. 

He told reporters he would spend one 
day in eadi country to discuss matters such 
as debt resdieduiing and the security of 
West Germany's export credits. 

iVlatthoeffer, who is organizing interna- 
dona] aid for Turkey, said he would not be 
able to attend a meeting in Paris on Wed- 
nesday of the Organization of Economic 
Cooperation and development to discuss 
the matter. 

West Germany will be represented at 
the meeting of the 24-nation Paris-based 
OECD by Finance .vfinistry Secretary of 
Slate Manfred Lahnstein. 


The trip follows a report from West 
Germany on March 21 that the country is 
borrowiiig billions df marks from Saudi 
Arabia to offset effects of a defrdt in the 
current balance of payments. 

Deputy spokesman Armin Gruenewald 
tdd reporters the government plann^ to 
borrow “under ten billion marks," or 
about $5.4 billion, but he gave no spedffc 
figures. 

Gruenewald said the move was aioied 
to offset capital outflows caused by the 
feet that West Germany's current account 
turned into a 1979 defrdt of 9 billion 
marks ($4.8 billion) from a surplus of 17.6 
billion marks ($9.5 l^lion) in 1978. A 
1SI80 current account defrdt of little over 
20 billion marks ($10.7 billion) is 
expected this year.

is Russia's invasion of Afghanistan. “ fbe 
only interpretatMo; if we were asked, is 
that the Sonets bm a long term design to 
spread thdr infinc^ in the area of the Oil 
fields and witii vdiidi our interests and the 
vital inceresK of the West are linked.** 
Prince Suiian went on to say it is natural 
for Saudi Arabia and Gulf countries to 
tttVn care of their own defenses, and for 
this reason the Kingdom spares no effort 
in fortifyitig defenses. However, he added 
that if Saudi Arabia and other Gulf coun- 
tries would be attacked by a bigger,

country. 

"As for us, ever since King Abdul Aziz 
unified this country, our main ooncem 1ms 
been to serve our people and develop our 
country. We don't claim perfection, but 
the marvdous achievements in the King- 
dom of the past 3U years have earned the 
admiration even of foose who uphold dif- 
ferent opinions and adppt different 
stands. 

"It would be wrong to believe that the 
income of oil is everything in the overall 
development of the country.

Peace treaty anniversary 
marred by autonomy fiasco 


CAIRO. March 25 ( R) Wednesday's 

tint anniversary of ihe Egyptian-Israeli 
peace treaty passes without celebration in 
Egypt because of the failure so far of talks 
on ^lestinian autonomy. 

But it coincides with a new initiative 
from President Jimmy Carter to meet the 
leaders of the two countries next month. 
He will meet President Anwar Sadat on 
April 8, Egyptian officials said. 

Western diplomats here said the sepa- 
rate meedngs in Washington with Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat and Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin could result in 
concessions from both sides. 

Fhey recalled that the two leaders sof- 
tened their hardline attitudes during pre- 
vious meetings with Carter. 

In recent interviews Sadat has shown 
growing impatience and disappointment 
at the failure of negotiations on the Pales- 
tinian question to make any progress in 
the past 10 months. He has said he holds 
Israel responsible if they fail to produce 
results by May 26. a.goal set for the con- 



clusion of the autonomy talks. 

Egypt regards the May 26 date as a 
deadline but Israel considers it a target 
date. Sadat recently said it was an absolute 
date and failure to meet it would have 
grave consequences for Israel and an 
adverse elTect on international relations. 

He did not elaborate but the Egyptian 
president also accused Israd in an inter- 
view of taking two steps back for every 
step forward in the autonomy talks. 

rhe talks, the most serious challenge so 
far to the peace process, have run into 
difficulties over sharply divergent 
interpretations of self-rule for the 1.5 mil-, 
lion Palestinians in the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip. 

Egypt sees the Camp Oavid accords, 
concluded in September 1978, as stipulat- 
ing wide-ranging political, legislative and 
other powers, leading eventually to Pales- 
tinian self-determination. 

Israel, which calls the two regions by 
their Biblical names of Judaea, Samaria 
and Gaza, daims they are dhriiiely bes- 
towed on the Jewish people and must 
never be allowed to leave Israeli oootrol. 

Palestinian leaders in these areas refuse 
to have anything to do with the autonomy 
talks, dismissing them as an attempt to 
legalize Israeli occupation. 

Israel, which annexed the Axab eastern 
sector of Jerusalem in the 1967 war, has 
repeatedly said that East Jerusalem will 
forever remain a pan of its capital. 

rhe issue is yet another intricate prob- 
lem for the faltering talks, although Sadat 
proposed as a possible solution a joint 
Arab-lsraeli administration in a united

Fhe secret of his sucoesS'l Fhree victories 
and two second places in one of Britain's 
most famous annual ^>ortii^ rituals, the 
spectacular Grand National Ste^Iediase. 

On Saturday, around 40 horses will line up 
at Aintree, Uveipool, for this year's race, 
with fame and fortune four and a half miles 
(seven kilometers) and 30 daunting fencK 
away. 

Such is the lasting intemational appeal of 
the race that over 200 millioo pec^le 
throughout the world will watch the event on 
television. 

.viany will have a fioandal interest, having 
backed a horse for a win or place. But others 
will be watching in the hope of witnessing the 
one moment of high drama which every 
Grand National seems to bring.

But eveu the most sure-footed jumper and 
the most expert jodtey can come u> grief, 
brought down by a casualty in front 

Such was the case • in 1967 when 100- 1 
sbotFoinavon pieandered lo victory following 
an incredible melee at the 23rd fence. 

All the leading contenders floundered on 
landing and Foinavoo, who was far behind 
the rest of tite field, charted a slow and careful 
route through the mayhem.

Begin's government is marking the first anniversary of 
the peace treaty with Egypt in characteristic style. It is in 
fact contemptuously notifying the other parties to Camp 
David as well as the international commum'ty as a whole 
that its aims are the ultimate annexation of the occupied 
territories, and that no one has the power to make it 
heed international law.

A new Hacxis Poll shows thst most Americans now 
tfaiak Pi^dent Junmy Carter's handlingof the hos- 
ts^ crisis “a failure”.

Foreign policy remains a much more prominent 
issue in the 19S0 elecdou campaign than appeared 
before the seizure of the U.S. embassy in Tehran 
and the Soviet iovaaion of Afghanistan. 

But now that Carter himself has brought 
economic issues to the fore, it seems dear that his 
foreign policy halo is becoming somewhat tar- 
uished. 

Throughout the early, crudal stages die eleo* 
tiem campaign Carter has stayed firmly in the White 
House, saying that he cannot make peisonal cam- 
pa^ ap^rances because of pressure of intema- 
tioaal affairs. 


The strategy has worked well The need to put on 
a bold international face has driven the voters to 
their preridenf s aid, trebling his populaity in dx 
mont^ and making a boDow joke out of the once 
glorious candidacy of Senator Edward Kennedy. 

A few more weeks, and Carter can be assured of 
renonunation — despite growing signs of ixu»mpc- 
tence and iheffectiveDess in foreie^ jimlicy which 
has kept him tied to his desk all tbas time. 

The Harris Poll — oooducted after the ignomim< 
ous departure from Tehran of the U,N. Commis- 
sion of Inquiry Yriiich failed in its mission to visit the 
50 hostages — showed voters disapproving Carter's 
Iranian polides ly a margin of 47 to 31 per cent 
Five weeks ago, those same polides were judged 
“a success’ by a maigio of 51 to 32. 

There b better news, however.'in figures showing 
that the electorate sympadiizes mth hb continuing 
dOemma. A 72-23 per cent majority of those polled 
dedared themselves “willing to wait as long as 


necessary to get the hosu^es back unharmed.” 
An even larger 76-17 majority endorsed the 
statement that “by being so patient for the past four 
months. President Carter has keptj alive the chanoe 
that . one day ■ the hostages will be returned 
unharmed.”

Indian campaign to change rape law

NEW DELHI — 
One of the most respected judges of India’s Sup- 
reme Court has demanded that rapbts should be 
flogged in public. Justice V.D. Tulzarpurkar 
attracted official dbapproval during Mrs. GandhTs 
emergency by ruling against her draconian press 
laws, was addressing a New Delhi seminar recently 
on protecting women from sexual assauiL 

Hundreds of women, including MPs, teachers, 
joumalbts, social workers, students and house- 
nives, have paraded in Bombay and New Delhi to 
launA a campaign for revision of the law on rape. 

These demonstrations b^an on Mardi 8. Tiey 
are continuing vritfa public meetings, letters and 
articles in newspapers, appeab to jurbts and peti- 
tions to. the prime miobter. 

“Our police rape women” and “blind laws, blind 
justice” read some of the placards carried by the 
mardicrs.** Rape is a crime against nvilizflrinn” and 
“women are not utility and pleasure object^' are 
•other popular slogans. Even a few men have joined 
the crusade. 

The campaign was provoked by the insuperable 
legal hurdles faced by a 15-year-old peasant girl in 


Maharashtra province who was unlawfully locked 
up in a police cell in 1972. According to a Bombay 
high court judge, two constables “felled her to the 


ground and raped her in spite of her protest*! and 
resbtance.” 

A lower court had acquitted the policemen on the 
grounds that use of force was not proved. But the 
Bombay judge sent them both to jail. 

Nationwide protest was sparked when the sup- 
reme court receutly.set aside hb verdict, arguing 
that the gjiFs presumed consent could only be viti- 
ated by “fear of death or of hiirf’, of whidi there 
was insufficient evidence. 

Mrs. Pramila Dadavate, MP, wants the 
reopened. She argues with the siq^iort of statistics 
that poor and ignorant village women are fre- 
quendy taken adimntage of by men whose uniforms 
command daedience. 

Bombay’s newly set-up Forum Against Rape 
even ac cu se s the ptdice of using “mass rape” as an 
instrument of intimidation. It sees a dear oonneo 
tion between the similar diaiges brought by wives 
of railwayman during a 1974 Strike, wives of miners 
when their husbands were demanding higher w^es 
in 1977, and Harijan (untoudiable) women whose 


menfolk formed a militant revolution^ organiza- 
tion called the Dalit Panthers. 

It b more likely that individual policemen 
e]q)loited confused situations to satisfy their lusts, 
bv7 tile evidence is certainly grim. Nearly 500 Hari- 
jan women were raped in 1978. The Indian Army, 
vritidi was recently sent to Assam to control anti- 
Bengali nob, was accused of extensive raping. 
Police guilt has repeatedly been proved in the Pun- 
jab, Andhra Prad^, West Bei^al and elsewhere. 

There are also horrors that do not fall into any 
pattern. A notorious instance was when a group of 
men forced their way into an Uttar Prade^ nurses 
hostel some months ^o, barricaded the doors and 
windows, disconnected the lighb, and r^>ed every 
single (omate. 

Women's organizations complain that India's 
century-old laws are riddled with loopholes and 
encourage abuse. Rapbb usuaDy get scot free 
b^nse the onus of proof b on the rictim. Few 


women in the countryside agree to submit to medi- 
cal examination, and even fewer will give testimony 
in court on a matter that inevitably leads to sodal 
ostracism. 

Justice Tulzarpurkar agrees ti)3t the onus ot 
proof should be on the accused. He is uil for string- 
ent deterrent putiishment and fai'ors rabing the age 
ofconsentfroiB 16 to 18 with a further dause to say 
that“conseaf' should be ignored if it is obtained by 
fraud or under duress. The relevance of tins prop- 
osal b that illiterate women are often cowed into - 
submission by threab to husbands or brothers, a

Chile severs Manila ties 


SAN n AGO, C3iile, .vlarch 25 (AP) — 
President Augusto Pinochet, who canceled 
.in Asian tour while in Fiji after apparently 
being snubbed by President Ferdinand E. 
.Marcos of the Philippines, has returned to a 
hero's welcome in Santiago. 

He announced Mon^y that Chile would 
sever diplomatic relations with the Philli^ 
pines, declaring angrily: "1 cannot accept a 
slap in the face to my country." 

Eight jet Hghters swooped overhead and 
thousands of persons at Pudahuel Airport 
cheered, waved Chilean flags and tossed rose 
petals at Pinochet as he l^t the plane and 
entered a motorcade for the 24 kms drive into 
the capital.

He had 
planned to be in the Philippines for five days 
and then take private visits to Hong K.oog 
Tahiti “to reafi&m Chile's presence in die 
Padfic." Pinochet had said he planned the 
trip after receiving “repeated invitations." 

Government offices and private firms were 
dosed in Santiago for Pinodiet's return, and 
buses were provided to take residents to the 
airport. 

Pinochet was greeted by members of his 
cabinet and the junta and military comman- 
ders at the airport, but made no public state- 
ment until he arrived at his headquarters 
building. 

All of Chiie's television stations covered 
his return and his attack on the Philippines. 

The govemraenl-owned newspaper El 
Cronista said .Marcos' action was “unpara- 
leled in world diplomatic history and is 
wound up in the .Marxist campaign gainst 
Chile."

Refugee flow outstripping international resources 


WASHING rON, .March 25 (AP) — 
rhete b no end in aght to the flow of refugees 
from Indochina and feeding and reset^ng 
tiiem b outstripping international resources, 
the U.S. State Department has told Coqgzess. 

Two ranki^ department offidab told the . 
Senate Forei^ Relations Committee that 
renewed famine can be expected in Cam- 
bodia in the next several months because 
food shipments probably will not be able to 
make up for an expected reduced rice crop. 

Nonetheless, they said that the programs to 
feed refugees in camps in Ihafland as well as 
Cambodians who come and go across the 
border probably has saved rae million lives. 

Richard Holbrooke, assistant secretary of 
state for east Asian affoirs, said diere are no 


prospects at the moment of solving the 
r^ugee pit^lem in Cambt^ia because there 
are no prospects of bringii^ warring iGimer 
Rouge forces and Cambodia's Vietnamese 
occupation troops to tiie ba^aining table. . 

Ambassador Victor Palmieri, U.S. coor- 
dinator for refugee affaiis, said (hat while, 
'\fietnamese authorities have b^un to permir 
relief supplies inride Cambodia, the extent of 
that distribution b uodear and uncertain.

BANGKOK. .March 25 (AP) — Ibai- 
lancfs new government annoimced its poli^ 
on refugees fbesday, stressing an urgent 
need to solve the Indodiinese refugee prob- 
lem “on a humanitarian basis, but taJdng the 
nation's security and interest into oonsidera- 
. tion." 

rhe statement, which Prime Minister Piem 
rinsulanonda will read to Parliament Friday, 
said rhailand will do its utmost to resettle 
them, but that the iaternation^ community 
to increase its intake of refiigees from Thai- 
land. 

The brief reference to the refugee problem 
contained ia a 16-page pedi^ statement of 
the new government did not mention 
whether Ibailand will alter the “open door" 
policy on Indochinese refugees adopted by 
the previous government of Gen. Kriangsak 
Oiomanan. 

Kriangsak announced last year that fhai- 
land wU grant . temporary asylum to all 
Indodiinese refugees until &ey are accepted 
by third countries. He also said Ibailand will 
give humanitarian assistant to Cambodians 
along the border until they are able to return 
to their homeland. 

rhe subject of refugee poli^ recently has 
come up for debate after Deputy Prime 
Minister for Foreign Affairs Ibanat iGioman 
and Foreign .Minister Siddhi Savetsila expre- 
ssed contradicting views. 

Ibanat, «bo was foreign minister at the 
height of the Vietnam war, has b^n callii^ 
for a review of the “open c^r*' attitude. He 
said it was adopted by the previous govern- 
meat only to earn praises from other coun- 
tries. 

Siddhi, who was foreign minister in the 
previous cabinet, reiterated that Ibailand 
will not push back the refugees against their 
wiU and dismissed Ibanat' s statement as 
coming from an “outsider.” 

Thailand now has about 150, QUO 
Indodiinese refugees in camps throughout, 
the country and mote than SOOJiOO Cambo- 
dians along the rhai-Cambodian border.

rhe report says that after 1973, real wages 
rose significantly faster than pr^uetivity," 
and the result was drastically lower profits 
and erosion of the financial position of enter- 
prises. 

" rhis time there will obviously be no policy 
accommodations, moneuiy policies are 
being tightened everywhere and this also 
requires a restrictive budget stance” the 
report said.

In EEC campaig n 

Parliament supports Thatcher 


LONDON, Alarch 25 (R) — Parlia- 
ment Tuesday backed f^me .vlinister 
Margaret Ihatdier in her campaign for a 
redu^on in Britain's payments to the 
European Common .Martel amid signs 
that the longstanding problem could soon 
be solved. 

A resolution calling for a substantial, 
immediate end la&tii^ reduction to Bri- 
tain's net payments to the (Euro- 
pean Economic Communis) was passed 
mdiout a vote. 

Finandal Secretary Ni^l Lawson said a 
new document just received foam the 
European commission in Brussels con- 
tained p^osals to reduce Britain's net 
contribution, which amuld be more than 
one billion sterling ($ 2.2 billion) this year. 

He told Parliament: " The government 
has no doubt whatever that £e oommis- 
sion's proposals, given the political will 
among the eommuni^ state, could form 
the basis of an adequate and acceptable 
solution to the cunent problem." 

The document had not yet been pub- 
lished, but Lawson said talks were now 
taking place on projects in Bri^a which 
the commuoi^ could help to finance. 

Britain, eoinplaining that its contribu- 
tion is too high, has threatened to trith- 
hold some of its payment to the EEC if a 


solution is not found. 

A government spokesman said the 
proposals were aim^ at settling the dis- 
pute over Britain's contribution to the 
community budget by increasing EEC 
spending in Britain. 

Lawson said "If Eurt^ is to thrive it 
simply cannot impose a manifestly unac- 
ceptable buiden on this country.'' He 
added that the open-ended character of 
the common agricultural pcriicy had to be 
changed. 

The issue of British payments was to 
have been discussed at the EECsummit in 
Brussels next week, but this was post- 
poned because of the latest Italian gov- 
ernment crisis. 

Opposition Labor spotesman Peter 
Shore saidit wasa matter of regret that the 
meeting had been postpooM because 
tnonQr was pouring out of Britain into 
Europe. 

He criticized the proposal that more 
EEC money should be spent in Britain. 
This, he said, meant irnsfeniog public 
pending decisions to Brussels. 

Shore called for a reduction in the origi- 
nal payments reform of agriculture policy 
which, he said, had led to the most pro- 
tected and costliest agricultural ^stem in 
the world. 


To end 12-week standoff 

Steel strike panel formed 


LONDON, .March 25 (AP) ^Striking 
union leaders and the state-owned British 
Steel Corp. agreed Monday to set lip a 
committee of inquiry to make recofflni^n- 
datirms for an end to Britain's 12-w^i 
steel strike. 

The move came after the Conservative 
government, refusing once again to 
become involved in the strike, leje^d a 
union request to set up such a committee 
through the Department of Employment 
and advised the parties to use a state- 
. assisted mediation body. 

Hopes were raised as both sides said 
they would abide by the committee’s 
views, but union representatives nude titis 
conditional on approval by their executive 
bodies. 

Executives of BSC, sMiich puts its strike 
losses at more than 30U million pounds 
^660 million) proptned a return to work 
as early as Wednesday under a provisionaJ 
wage ingease that would te adjusted 


according to the committee's findinp. 

But union leaders, whose men have lost 
on the average nearly 1,200 pounds (S 
2,600) in earninp each were dtwbtfu) the 
strike could end before Easter. 

Agreement to form the committee fol- 
lowed a meeting between BSC chief 
executive Bob S&oley and representa- 
tives of 13 steel unions. Scholey said the 
two sdes were seeking mutually accept- 
able names to put forward as head of the 
emnmittee, witii a chairman to be named 
by the end of the week. 

He said the mediation body, the Advis- 
ory, Reooodliation and Arbitration Ser- 
vice, would be involved. But he was not 
immediately clear what its role would be. 

Ihe 110.1)00 strikers against BSC want 
a raise of 19.7 per cent on average baric 
pay of IIU pounds ($242) a week. The 
money-lossing BSC has said it can afford 
no more than 10 per cent plus 44 percent 
in local productivity deals.

Kuwait cuts British Petroleum 


oil extraction quota by 66% 


KUWAI r, .March 25 (R) - Kuwait Tues- 
day slashed British Petroleum' s oil quota by 
66 per cent and, the company will now lift 
15U,(X)U barrels a day under a liew contract, 
the oil ministry said. 

A ministry spokeman told Reuters the 
new contract, fromAprffl, would last two and 
a half years.

Petroleum's quota but it was apparently 
related to Kuwait's dedsion to cut daily out- 
put by a quarter to l.S million barrels from 
next month. 

file spokesman said more sutdies are 
needed before new contracts are ri^ed with 
Kuwait’s two other major customers, Gulf 
Oil of the unit^ States which lifts 500,000 
barrels a day and Royal Dutdi/Shell whidi 
extracts 3(K),UU0 daily. 

But a Kuwaiti newspaper, Af Siyassa, raid 
that Shell, whose conizaa does not expire 
until later this year, would sign before the end 
of this month. Gulf Oil, whose contraa ends 
on Mardi 31, would sign in the first week of 
April, it said. 

The three companies have been lifting 13 
million barrels a day of Kuwait's concern 
daily production of two million barrels. 

Another Kuwaiti newspaper, Al Qabas, 
repotted on Sunday that the new contracts 
the government was imposing on oil custom- 
ers gave Kuwait the right to alter oil prices 


and quotas in response to market conditions. 

The five-year term of contracts was also 
halved and credit terms reduced from 90 to 
30 days. Contracted oil should not be re-sold 
and documentation was required sped^os 
the final destination of the oonrignme^ 
^ab mte OB boycotting Israel and 
South Africa should also be adhered to, the 
newspaper said.

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U.S. warns Iran 


on Shah reprisal 


WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP) — 
While warning Iranian leaders against pun- 
ishing the American hostages in retaliadoa 
for the former Shah's departure from 
Panama, the United States ato is renewing 
its c^er to improve relations with Iran once 
the hostage crisis ends. 

U.S. officials, tr^'ing to play down its effect 
on the hostage situation, said Monday that 
the Shah' s decision to go to Egypt for medical 
treatment was his alone. 

A White House official, who did not wish 
to be idendfled, said the “best ju^ement is 
that the ultimate outcome of the situation in 
Tehran is not likely to be adversely affected" 
by the development. 

Specifically, the administration said a 
threat by one Iranian prosecutor to try the 
hostages as spies and jail them if convicted is 
unlikely to be carried out. 

Other Iranian officials have warned in 
more general terms that the Shah's presence 
in Egypt would slow progress toward release 
of the SO Americans who have been held 
Iranian militants at the U.S. embassy in 
Tehran for 4'.^-months. 

That reaction from the Iranian government 
notwithstandir^, U.S. officials are reiterating 
their position that the Soviets pose a common 
danger to U.S. and Iranian interests in the 
Gulf and are reaffirming an offer to discuss 
American aid after the American hostages 
are liberated. 

The Shah's sudden departure from 
Panama upset “the hdi out of people" in 
Tehran, one senior administration official 
acknowledged privately. Yet he dismissed 
Ayatolbh tChalkhalTs trial threat as “not a 
very possible or probable outcome " 

And a White House official, who also 
asked that his name not be used, indicated the 
U.S. administration does not attach “the 
same degree of concern" to the new trial 
threat it did when Iranian offidals earlier 
suggested the Americaos could be tried. 

Nevertheless, U.S. State Department 
spokesman Hodding Carter warned thaf'the 
Iranian government is aware of the consequ- 
ences and oondemnaUon that would take 
palce" if the hostages were tried. 

But for the most part, officials indicated 
they felt the ultimate fate of the American 
hostages would not be affected by the Shah's 
move to Egypt. 

“I suppose different people might have a 
somewhat different assessment," one official 
said of the possible effect, “.vly view is that 
this probably is not going to have a serious 
impact on the situation in Iran, but you can' t 
say with any certainty." 

The official, who asked not to be identified, 
said even the militants understand that in the 
final analysis they are not going to get their 
hands on the Shah no matter where he takes 


refuge. “Basically, they knew that," the offi- 
dal said. 

White House Chief of Staff Hamilton Jor- 
dan and presidential counsel Lloyd Cutler 
flew to Panama last week in an unsuccessful 
attempt to negotiate arrangeraents for the 
Shah's medical treatment there. 

“ The Shah wanted to go. We couldn't tie 
him down," said a senior administration offi- 
cial, who asked not to be identified. “Our 
dear preference was to maintain the status 
quo." 

The Iranian government had hoped, 
through legal proceedings, to have the Shah 
returned to Tehrao for trial asawar criminal. 
Purushing him is the main demand of the 
Muslim militants who seized the hostages and 
the U.S. embassy on Nov. 4. 

Although Iran and Panama have no extrad- 
ition treaty, Iranian offidals had taken steps 
they said could circumvent that problem. 

Still, the White House offidal said flatly: 
“ There was never any prospect that the Sh^ 
would have been extradited to Iran and that 
was made dear to him and to his people." 

Aoeoridng to one U.S. offidai, the United 
States at no time seriously considered read- 
mitting the Shah to the United States far 
medical treatment. His admission to* a New 
York hospital for cancer sui^ry last October 
may have provoked the militants to seize the 
embassy in Tehran. 

The families of the hostages — most cA 
them have joined a nevriy formed group cal- 
ied the Fan^y Liaison Acting Group — were 
assured Saturday that the Shah would not 
return to the United States. 

Louisa Kennedy, an organizer of the new 
group, said Monday that a letter objecting to 
the prospect of the Shah being readmitted to 
tile United States had not bMn intended to 
become public. 

. Nor was it intended to suggest a break in 
the families' support of the administration's 
handling of the orisis, she said. 

Mrs. Kennedy is the wife of State Oepait- 
mem economics spedalist Moorhead C. 
Kennedy, one of those seized in the embassy 
takeover. 

“We have been unified in suppon of the 
president in his diplomatic endeavors and we 
continue to be," she said in an interview. 

Mrs. Kennedy said the main role of the new 
group would be to gather and share informa- 
tioD about the Iran crisis and to provide a 
means by which the families could “share 
techniques we've eadi developed for dealing 
with our sense of helplessness." 

Panamanians breathed a collective si^ of 
relief with the Shah's departure. 

The dedsion to leave came as a surprise to 
almost eveiybody in the country.

Mugabe favors coe xiste nce 

Says good relations 

wUl keep hands off ' 


NEW YORK, March 25 (R) — Prime 
Minister Robert .Mugabe said in a television 
interview that Rhodesia would adopt a poli^ 
of oo-existeace towards white-ruled SouA 
Africa providing it refieioed from interferiug 
in Rhodesian internal affairs. 

Mugabe, in an interview with the U.S. 
Public Broadcasting System (PBS), also said 
that although the Salisbury go>«mmeDt had 
power to acquire land for redstribution and 
would use socialist priudples in land reset- 
tlement “we do not intend to seiz> any land 
that is being properly used," whether by 
blacks or whites. 

He said: “In respect of South Africa, we 
will pursue a policy of noo-iatetfereoce in 
each other' s affairs as long as South Africa is 
prepared to refrain from interfering witii our 
internal affairs, we shall accordingly ledpro- 
cate and not interfere in their internal 
affairs." 

Ihe South Africans bad not diremly exprer 
ssed a dedre for co-existeoce“butfrom some 
of tile statements they have made I think they 
have accepted the posabiiity of co-existence," 
he said. 

.Mugabe said South Africa's apartheid pol- 
icy of racial separation was “atMminable." 

“ But we accept that South Africa is a geog- 
raphical reality. And as such we must have 
some minimum relationship with h,"' he said 

Asked bow he would respond to an appeal 
from South African blacks for hdp in do ing 
What he had done in Rhodesia, Mugabe, who 
fought a seven-year guerrilla war against the

white nuDoriiygovernmeot in Salisbury, said; 

** Through the OAU (Organization of Afri- 
can Uniiy) we shall pledge ourselves to ddi^ 
all we can to assist the liberation struggle in 
South Africa. But as a single country we can- 
not be seen to be taking up arms against 
South Africa." 

On the reported presence of South African 
troops in Rhodesia, be said’ “lam under the 
impresrion just now that most have moved 
out. ii any are still there, you can rest assured 
that they are on their way out." 

Mugabe said be would apply Marxist, 
Oiristian and tiadhional African prindples 
in Rhodeda when the British colony becomes 
independent Zimbabwe on April 18. 

He said be wanted to ensure “equitable 
distiibution of land. But we do not intend to 
seize aaiy land that is being properiy used. In 
other words, private farmers can continue 
.. whether thev be baick or vMiite." 


Kennedy seen gaining on Carter 


NEW YORK, .Martfr 25 (R) — Senator 
Edward Kennedy vras given an outside 
chance of winning Tuesday's Democratic 
presidential primary election >o New York 
state as a late poll diowed an erosion in Presi- 
dent ^mmy Otter's big lead. 

The Louis Harris ptril Monday said that the 
Carters support \ras on the wane, partly 
because of dissatisfoction among Jewish vot- 
ers. 

It said Carter led the Massachusetts 
Democrat by 56 to 36 per cent. But the poll 
was still the most hopeful sign yet for Ken- 
nedy who has been trailing Carter in all 
primaries held so far exceptin Ills home state. 

In addition, Carter's pollster, Patrick Cad* 
dell, said Monday his own poll showed the 
race was closer than the Harris poll mdieated. 

The president led Kennedy in polls taken 
in Connecticut which also hdds its primary 
Tuesday, although 45 per cent of the voters 
said they had not yet made up their minds. 

On the Republican side, Ronald Reagan 
was expected to sweep to victory in both 


primaries, making it exceedingly difficult for 
his oae-nme chief opponent (^jge Bush to 
continue bis campaign. 

After last weeYs Illinois primary. Carter 
and Reagan were widely forecast as their par- 
ties' pFesideaiial nominees even though tw(h 
thirds of the states have still to hcdd their 
primaries. 

But Carter is fadng rising an^r from Jews 
in vote-ridi New York over confusion sur- 
rounding a U.S. vote in the U.N. Security 
Council against Israeli settlemeats on the 
West Bank. The White House later disav* 
owed the vote. 

Vio^President' Walter Mondale was gjven 
a rough reception Mdnday ni^t at a Zionist 
dinner by some members of the audience who 
unfurled a “dump Cartel” banner and 
shouted “Kennedy Cor president."
